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This is a response to the Office Action mailed June 21, 2006. The Final Office Action 
noted the allowance of claims 1-6, 8, 9, 11, 15, 20, 23, 24. 28-30, 41-43, and 47-48 and rejected 
claims 35, 37, 39, 40 and 49. 

Claims 35, 37, 39, 40 and 49 are herein cancelled. Claims 1-6, 8-9. 11, 15, 20, 23, 24, 
28- 30, 41-43, and 47-48 remain pending in this application. 

Allowed Claims 

Applicants note the allowance of in pending claims 1-6. 8-9, 11, IS, 20, 23, 24, 28- 30, 
41-43. and 47-48. Applicants have herein cancelled the rejected claims. Prompt issuance of the 
remaining claims is respectfully requested.
